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PEEFACE. 


In  compiling  this  Primer  of  Geography  the  aim  of  the  editors  has  beeu,  not  to  pro- 
duce a  literary  work,  hut  to  present,  in  a  simple  and  systematic  form,  all  the  material 
necessary  for  the  various  promotion,  entrance,  intermediate,  and  other  official  examinations. 

To  overcome  the  great  difficulty  of  preparing  students  for  these  examinations,  some 
masters  throughout  the  province  have  tiiJien  the  ordinary  text-books  in  use,  and  from  the 
multitude  of  sentences,  selected  what  they  deemed  necessary  to  be  learned  by  the  pupil. 
Others  again  have  used  the  blackboard  or  the  dictation  booJi  for  the  facts  to  be  memorized. 
These  plans  are  objectionable,  as  the  one  does  not  present  the  words  from  the  text-book 
so  as  to  be  remembered  readily,  and  the  others  necessitate  .the  loss  of  much  valuable  time. 
Further,  the  pupU  does  not  recognize  the  word  id  its  written  form,  and  thus  the  spelling  is 
not  taught.  Of  still  more  importance,  and  what  of  itself  should  commend  this  work  tc 
teachers  and  the  public  generally,  is  that  the  exercise  book  required  for  the  dictation  exer- 
cises in  Geography  alone  costs  as  much  as  this  Pritner. 

The  work  is  arranged  in  tabular  analyses,  to  prevent  the  waste  of  time  in  poring  over 
a  prosy  text-book.  Brief  notes  are  inserted  at  intervals  to  convey  information  of  special 
interest.  Although  merely  prehminary,  this  book  will  be  found  to  contain  all  that  is  neces- 
sary to  fit  a  student  for  any  of  our  examinations  in  the  subject,  Geograjjhy. 

As  to  what  and  how  much  to  teach,  those  in  charge  must  exercise  their  own  juagments. 

Since  many  geographical  terms  are  spelled  two  ways,  it  has  been  the  endeavor  to  pre- 
sent the  more  general  form,  for  instance:  ListowelZ,  Chippawa,  Desero»to,  Porto  Eico, 
Mines,  Guadalquivir,  &c.,  &c. 

The  attention  of  both  teacher  and  student  is  directed  to  the  Bailway  Map  and  tc 
its  analysis  as  special  features  of  the  book.

Government.

(a)  House  of  Commons,  whose  members  are  elected  by  the  people  of  Canada. 
Ontario  sends  92;  Quebec,  65  ;  Nova  Scotia,  ~1 ;  New  Brunswick,  16 ;  Mani- 
toba, 5;  British  Columbia,  6;  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  6.  Total,  211. 
Any  bill  may,  and  all  money  bills  must,  originate  in  this  House.  It,  controls  the 
revenue  and  the  expendi:urc. 

(b)  Senate,  or  Upper  House,  whose   members  are  appointed  for  life  by  the  Privy 

Council  of  Canada.  There  are  £'4  from  Ontario;  2i.  ,rom  Quebec;  10  from 
Nova  Scotia;  10  from  New  Brunswick;  3  roin  Manitoba ;  S  from  Britis'i 
Columbia  ;  and  Ufrmn  Prince  Edward  Island.     Total,  7S. 

Note. — The  senators  of  the  first  i^arliament  of  Canada  (1S6T)  received  their 
commissions  from  the  Privy  Council  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

(c)  Governor-General,  appointed  by  the  Privy  Council  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  representing  the  Qucn. 

S.  The  executive  power  is  a  Privy  Council  composed  of  the  Governor-General  and 

members  summoned  by  him.     In  practice  these  are  :  the  leader  of  the  domi;,ant 

party  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  members  of  both  Senate  and  Commons  recoin- 

inendod  by  him  to  the  Governor-General  for  appointment. 

The  administration  of  the  laws  is  entrusted  to  judges  appointed  by  the  Privy 

Council  of  Canada,  and  to  magistrates  appointed  by  the  E.xccutive  Councils  of  the 

Provinces. 

The  revenue  is  derived  chiefly  from :  (a.)  Customs,  a  duty  levied  on  goods  im- 
ported ;  (j)  Excise,  a  duty  levied  on  liquors,  tobaccos,  &c.,  manufactured  in  Canada  ; 
(c)  Post  Ofnce  ;  {d)  Public  Works,  &c. 

The  Expenditure  is  chiefly  on  account  of  :  interest  on  the  public  debt,  subsidies 
to  Provinces,  civil  government,  justice,  legislaiion,  penitentiaries,  surveys,  public 
works,  post  office,  Indian  grants,  immigration,  militia,  &c.

He  may  not  vote  at 
all,  but  has  the  right  to  debate  on  questions  concerning  his  own  territory. 

2. — Tlie  States  possess  powers  somewhat  similar  to  those  held  bj'  the  Provinces  of  Canada,  with  the  im- 
portant exception  that  all  subjects  not  expressly  mentioned  as  coming  under  the  authority  of 
the  Federal  government  belongs  exclusivelj'  to  the  States.

3. — Mode  of  Electing  the  President — Each  State  chooses  by  popular  vote  "Electors,"  equal  in 
number  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  sent  by  that  State  to  Congress.  These  "  Electors" 
meet  at  their  respective  State  capitals  on  an  appointed  day — the  same  day  throughout  the 
United  States — and  there  vote  for  President  bj-  ballot.  The  ballots  are  then  sent  to  Washing- 
ton where  the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  presence  of  Congress,  counts  them.  The  candidate 
who  has  received  a  majority  of  tlie  whole  number  of  electoral  votex  cast,  is  declared  President. 
If  no  one  has  a  majority,  then,  from  the  three  highest  on  the  list,  the  Uoase  of  Representatives 
elects  a  President.  The  Vice-President  is  ex-offl.eio  President  of  the  Senate.  In  case  the 
President  dies  the  Vice-President  becomes  President ;  after  him  the  pro.  tern.  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  after  him  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  succeeds  to  the  vacant 
Presidency. 
As  soon  as  the  "  Electors"  are  chosen  it  is  known  who  is  to  be  President,  because  it  is  generally 
well  understood  how  each  "  Elector"  will  vote.
